The  foregoing  report  contains  a  sj^nopsis  of  our  financial 
transactions  the  past  official  year,  which  we  respectfully  sub- 
mit to  the  inhabitants  of  Alton. 

The  expense  of  repairing  the  highways  exceeds  the  tax 
raised  bv  about  one  hundred  dollars.     There  has  been  carried 
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on  the  books  of  the  town  for  several  years  as  assets  $1,587.72, 
for  taxes  due  the  town  for  1897.  We  have  made  abatements 
on  these  taxes  to  the  amount  of  $408.02,  which  sum  was  con- 
sidered worthless  with  the  excejption  of  a  few  taxes  sold  to  the 
town.  The  debt  has  been  reduced  the  past  year  $1,656.27.  If 
no  abatements  had  been  made  on  these  taxes,  the  reduction 
would  have  been  $2,064.29.

Superintendent's  Report. 


To  THE  School  Board: 

Gentlemen: — The  following  brief  report  is  intended  to 
give  a  general  idea  of  the  work  done  during  the  past  twelve 
months. 

The  marked  improvement  in  the  schools  ovitside  the 
village  is  the  most  noticeable  result  of  the  year's  work.  This 
has  been  brought  about  in  part  by  the  good  fortune  of  the 
school  authorities  in  securing  teachers  of  experience  for  sev- 
eral of  these  schools;  and,  for  the  others,  teachers  who  have 
been  willing  and  anxious  to  make  use  of  luodern  methods. 
The  result  has  been  exceedingly  gratifying.  Another  reason 
that  may  have  contributed  is  the  fact  that  the  superintendent 
has  devoted  most  of  his  time  to  these  smaller  outside  schools. 
This  has  been  possible  because  the  village  schools  have 
been  in  the  hands  of  experienced  teachers  who  wwe  familiar 
with  the  conditions  and  in  touch  with  the  methods  now  in 
use;  and  while  closer  supervision  would  have  been  advanta- 
geous, yet  the  time  spent  in  the  district  schools  has  been 
profitable  to  the  town  as  a  whole  because  it  has  resulted  in 
uniformly  gdod  work.  During  the  year  I  have  made  184 
school  visits,  and  during  the  fall  term  just  past  have  visited 
each  country    school  five  times. 

In  general  the  schools  are  in  good  working  order.  Pupils 
are  rapidly  acquiring  the  ha])it  of  seeing,  thinking  and  ex- 
pressing; books  no  longer  are  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of 
a  natural  development  of  the  mind;  and  freedom  in  observing 
nature,  seeing  essential  relations  in  mathematics,  and  in  oral 
and  written  expression  are  the  result.  PujdIIs  are  less  formal, 
stiff,  unnatural,  and  lean  less  on  teacher  and  text  book  for 
support.      All  of  these  things  are  commendable,    and  are  siu'e 
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to  result  in  keener  observers,  more  accurate  thinkers  and  more 
fluent  talkers  and  writers.  The  essential  characteristic  of  edu- 
cation today  is  self-activity.  The  pupil  sees,  thinks,  infers 
and  states  his  inferences.  In  the  past  the  teacher  has  done 
about  all  the  seeing,  most  of  the  thinking,  and  practically  the 
whole  of  the  talking,  and  has  told  the  pupils  what  they  ought 
to  know  and  how  they  ought  to  express  their  knowledge. 

The  pupil  has  been  essentially  a  blank  wax  phonograph 
record.  He  has  come  to  school  supposedly  knowing  nothing, 
and  having  almost  no  power.  The  teacher  has  talked  to  his 
ear,  and  like  the  wax  blank  he  has  recorded  her  words,  and 
on  occasion  given  them  back  if  he  has  not  forgotten  them. 
This  kind  of  work,  though  having  the  form  of  knowledge,lacks 
the  substance.  There  is  room  for  much  improvement  of  course 
and  always  will  be,  but  the  start  has  been  made  and  rapid 
progress  is  possible  if  the  path  laid  out  by  such  men  as  Presi- 
dent Eliot,  Dr.  Dewey,  the  late  Colonel  Parker,  and  a  score 
of  others,  is  followed. 

The  superintendent  desires  to  express  his  appreciation 
of  the  fact  that  in  Alton  no  opposition  has  been  encountered 
from  any  source.  Not  all  that  he  has  done  has  been  satisfactory 
of  course,  nor  could  this  be  expected,  but  the  public  has  been 
willing  to  wait  for  results.  The  school  board  has  invariably 
sujjported  and  aided  his  efforts,  and  teachers  and  pupils  have 
cooperated  cheerfully  and  efficiently. 

I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  expressing 
my  personal  gratitude  to  the  chairman  of  the  board  for  the 
exceedingly  valuable  aid  he  has  extended.  He  it  was  who 
first  organized  the  school  work  in  your  town,  so  that  when  I 
came  to  take  up  my  duties  I  found  the  preliminary  work  well 
under  way,  and  during  the  whole  of  my  term  of  service  I 
have  had  his  cordial  support.
